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Dear  Customer: 

Welcome  to  the  1982  American  Numismatic  Association's  annual  auction.  For  this  year's  sale,  we  have 
produced  two  separate  catalogs  of  which  this  is  the  first. 

An  examination  of  this  catalog  is  a  pilgrimage  through  the  history  of  numismatics.  Colonials  include 
the  famous  Bar  Cent  and  the  half  cent  selection  contains  no  less  than  six  1793  examples,  four  additional 
pieces  dated  before  1800,  and  four  proofs!  Among  the  thirteen  1793  large  cents  are  six  each  of  the  chain 
and  wreath  types  as  well  as  an  abundance  of  original  red  examples. 

Small  cents  include  three  of  the  1856  proof  issues,  six  cents  from  1877,  and  a  pair  of  Mint  State  Denver 
issues  from  1914.  The  two  cent  pieces  are  highlighted  by  a  mint  state  small  motto  example  and  a  pair  of 
proofs  from  1873.  The  three  cent  silvers  in  this  sale  represent  an  extraordinary  offering.  Every  date  is 
present,  including  a  complete  run  of  proofs  from  1855  through  1873.  Their  sister  coin,  the  three  cent 
nickel,  is  represented  by  two  dozen  proofs,  including  the  elusive  1877  issue. 

The  half  dime  selection  is  outstanding.  There  are  13  pieces  dated  1801  or  earlier  including  lot  272,  the 
legendary  helf  disme  of  1792,  plus  a  pair  of  proofs  from  1831  and  1832. 

The  dime  selection  includes  a  hoard  of  thirteen  mint  state  1854-0  dimes,  a  pair  of  uncirculated  1916-D 
examples,  and  an  exciting  offering  of  five  overdates. 

The  quarters  are  replete  with  rarities  including  a  prohibitively  rare  1913-S  in  superb  condition,  a 
quintet  of  the  scarce  Standing  Liberty  quarters  from  1916,  and  a  pair  of  overdates. 

Half  dollars  include  an  affordable  1796  issue,  a  reeded  edge  1836  example,  and  two  mint  state  examples 
from  the  San  Francisco  mint  of  1921 . 

The  selection  of  Early  U.S.  Dollars  is  one  of  our  most  comprehensive  offerings  ever  and  is  highlighted 
by  lot  701,  a  1795  Flowing  Hair  in  AU  58.  The  Morgan,  Peace,  and  Trade  Dollar  selections  are  stocked 
with  several  rarities  and  include  some  superb  quality  specimens.  Commemoratives  are  led  by  the  presence 
of  a  1915-S  Panama  Pacific  Octagonal  $50.00  Gold  Piece  grading  MS  63. 

The  U.S.  gold  selection  includes  numerous  outstanding  pieces.  In  the  $1  gold  series  are:  1859-D,  18/7. 
and  five  proof  issues  from  the  1880  s.  The  Half  Eagle  offering  abounds  with  scarce  dates  for  the  specialist. 
Included  are  1844-0,  1846-D,  1847-C,  1857-0,  and  1860-C  among  others.  Eagles  include  lot  1112,  a 
beautiful  wire  edge  Indian  Ten  while  the  Double  Eagle  section  includes  a  number  of  quality  specimens. 
Following  the  Double  Eagle  section  is  an  extremely  rare  1866  Gold  Proof  Set  and  several  early  Silver 
Proof  Sets. 

The  second  session  ends  with  a  comprehensive  selection  of  Llncirculated  Dollar  Rolls,  many  of  whk  It 
are  prooflike.

1  1  his  is  a  public  auction  and  mail  bid  sale  held  by  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneers.  All  lots  are  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  without 
reserve. 

2  1  he  highest  bidder  acknowledged  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may 
at  his  sole  discretion  immediately  put  the  lot  up  for  sale  again.  The  auctioneer's  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  bidders. 

3.  A  premium  equal  to  10%  of  the  successful  bid  price  will  be  added  to  each  invoice  and  is  payable  by  the  buyer  as  part  of  the  total 
purchase  price. 

4  All  bids  are  to  be  per  lot  as  numbered  in  this  catalog  and  no  lots  will  be  broken.  Bids  accepted  in  whole  dollar  amounts  only. 

5.  All  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  in  U.S.  funds  (no  credit  cards  accepted)  and  are  due  and  payable  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  auction 
invoice  and/or  the  coins.  Lots  delivered  in  the  state  of  Texas  or  Massachusetts  are  subject  to  all  applicable  state  and  local  tax,  unless 
appropriate  permits  are  on  file  with  us.  Shipping,  handling,  and  insurance  charges  will  be  added  to  invoices  for  lots  delivered  by  mail. 
Overseas  buyers  must  furnish  their  own  insurance  during  shipment. 

6.  If  the  coin  purchase  mvoice(s)  submitted  by  Steve  Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  is  not  paid  in  full  when  due,  the  unpaid  balance  will 
bear  interest  at  the  lower  of  20%  or  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  law  until  paid,  and  that  if  Steve  Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  refers 
the  invoice(s)  to  an  attorney  for  collection.  Bidder  agrees  to  pay  attorney's  fees,  court  costs  and  other  collection  costs  incurred  by  Steve 
Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  The  courts  of  Dallas  County,  Texas  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  venue  over  any  suit  initiated  by 
Steve  Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  to  collect  delinquent  invoice(s),  and  that  service  of  process  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt 
requested,  shall  be  sufficient  to  confer  in  personam  jurisdiction  over  Bidder. 

7.  Mail  bidders  who  have  not  previously  established  credit  must  furnish  satisfactory  references  well  in  advance  of  the  sale  date,  or  send  a 
deposit  of  25%  of  their  bids  which  is  applicable  to  purchases.  Any  portion  of  such  deposit  not  used  will  be  promptly  refunded  after  the 
sale. 

8.  All  bidders  who  have  mailing  addresses  outside  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Territories,  Canada  or  Mexico  must  deposit  with  the 
auctioneer  25%  of  the  total  amount  bid  in  good  U.S.  funds.  Any  portion  of  such  deposit  not  used  will  be  promptly  refunded  after  the 
sale.  Also,  persons  who  have  APO  or  FPO  box  numbers  must  deposit  25%. 

9.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  require  payment  in  full  before  delivery  of  the  merchandise.  Bidder  personally  guarantees  payment, 
and  if  a  corporation,  officer  or  principal  in  the  corporation  agrees  to  personally  guarantee  payment.  Title  will  not  pass  to  the  buyer 
until  all  invoices  are  paid  in  full.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  buyer  to  provide  adequate  insurance  coverage  for  the  coins  once  they  are 
in  his  possession.  Risk  of  loss  shall  be  borne  by  the  buyer  following  shipment  of  the  coins. 

10.  Steve  Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  honor  any  bid  which,  in  their  opinion,  is  not  submitted  in  good 
faith,  or,  as  the  case  dictates,  is  not  supported  by  satisfactory  references,  as  they  in  their  sole  discretion  shall  determine.  In  the  event  a 
successful  bidder  fails  to  pay  the  charges  due,  the  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  resell  the  merchandise  and  the  bidder  agrees  to  pay  for 
the  reasonable  cost  of  such  a  sale,  and  also  to  pay  any  difference  between  the  resale  price  and  the  winning  price  of  his  previously 
successful  bid. 

11.  No  buy  or  unlimited  bids  accepted.  Mail  bidders  will  be  awarded  lots  at  a  5-10%  advance  over  the  second  highest  bid.  (See  explanation 
of  Bidding  in  an  Unreserved  Auction.)  No  commission  is  charged  for  executing  mail  bids.  Consignors  may  bid  in  the  sale,  on  their  own 
or  any  of  the  other  lots,  however  there  exists  no  special  commission  arrangements  with  consignors  which  place  them  as  bidders  in  a 
preferential  position  relative  to  other  bidders.  Full  commission  will  be  charged  the  consignor  on  each  lot. 

12.  The  auctioneer  cannot  be  responsible  for  your  errors  in  bidding,  so  check  your  bid  sheet  carefully.  When  identical  mail  bids  are 
submitted,  preference  is  given  to  the  first  received. 

13.  Estimates  will  be  given  upon  request.  Estimates  regarding  the  value  of  the  Auction  Catalogs  and  Reference  Works  represent  the 
cataloger's  professional  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  the  lot.  It  is  recommended  that  bidders  approach  or  exceed  the  estimates  in 
determining  successful  bids. 

14.  Bids  received  from  persons  under  18  years  of  age  will  not  be  accepted. 

15.  All  coins  are  guaranteed  genuine.  No  lots  may  be  returned  without  a  written  request  by  the  successful  bidder  and  the  written  approval 
of  the  auctioneer.  In  the  unlikely  event  of  returning  a  lot,  the  Auction  Director  must  receive  notification  of  bidder's  intent  within  three 
(3)  days  of  the  bidder's  receipt  of  lot.  Any  lot  that  is  to  be  returned  (for  any  reason  other  than  authenticity)  must  be  received  in  our 
offices  within  30  days  from  the  date  of  sale.  After  that  30  day  period,  no  lots  may  be  returned  for  reasons  other  than  authenticity. 
Questions  regarding  the  minting  of  a  coin  as  a  proof  or  business  strike  relate  to  the  method  of  manufacture  and  not  to  authenticity.  Lots 
returned  must  be  housed  intact  in  the  original  holder.  No  lots  purchased  by  floor  bidders  may  be  returned  except  for  reasons  of 
authenticity  (including  those  bidders  acting  as  agents  for  others).  Late  remittance  for  purchases  may  be  considered  just  cause  to  revoke 
all  return  privileges. 

16.  The  descriptions  provided  in  this  catalog  are  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  those  bidders  who  do  not  have  the  opportunity  to  view  the 
lots  prior  to  bidding.  All  bidders  who  have  inspected  the  lots  prior  to  the  auction  will  not  be  granted  any  return  privileges,  except  for 
reasons  of  authenticity.  It  is  presumed  that  all  floor  bidders  have  inspected  the  lots  prior  to  bidding.  Therefore,  lots  purchased  by  floor 
bidders  are  sold  "as  is"  and  may  not  be  returned  except  for  reasons  of  authenticity.  Floor  bidders  include  thoe  bidders  acting  as  agents 
for  others.

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Bidding  In  An  Unreserved  Auction 


In  an  unreserved  auction,  there  are  no  hold  or  reserve  bids  on  any  lots.  Each  lot  is  sold  to  the  highest  bidder 

In  bidding  by  mail,  it  is  possible  to  purchase  a  coin  at  a  price  less  than  your  maximum  bid.  The  following  is  an 
explanation  of  the  mail  bid  procedures  followed  by  this  company 

Bids  are  recorded  as  they  are  received  At  the  close  of  mail  bidding,  the  highest  and  second 
highest  bids  are  transferred  to  the  bid  book 

On  the  floor  of  the  auction,  bidding  is  opened  at  5  to  10%  above  the  second  highest  mail  bid 
This  bid  is  submitted  by  our  company  acting  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail  bidder  If  the  auctioneer 
recognizes  no  other  bids  from  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the  lot  at  the  opening  bid 
If  bidding  proceeds  from  the  floor,  the  company,  acting  as  the  mail  bidder's  agent,  registers  bids  in  5  to 
10%  increments  over  the  previous  bid  This  process  is  continued  until  the  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the 
lot,  or  the  next  bid  is  higher  than  the  mail  bidder's  maximum  bid 

An  example  of  this  procedure  is  set  forth  under  these  conditions: 

On  lot  25,  highest  mail  bidder  submits  a  bid  of  $100,  second  highest  mail  bid  is  at  $50  In  this 
case,  bidding  on  the  floor  starts  at  $55,  and  is  bid  by  our  company  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail 
bidder  If  no  other  bids  are  submitted  by  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder,  who  bid  $100,  has 
purchased  the  lot  for  $55  If  other  bids  come  from  the  floor,  we  bid  for  the  highest  mail  bidder  in 
5  —  10%  increments,  as  set  by  the  auctioneer,  until  we  reach  the  mail  bidder's  maximum  bid  of  $100 
Since  bidding  has  passed  the  mail  bidder's  maximum,  we  take  no  other  action,  and  the  bidding 
continues  on  the  floor  until  the  final  purchaser  has  been  recognized  by  the  auctioneer 

Using  this  procedure,  the  mail  bidder  retains  many  of  the  advantages  of  the  floor  bidder 

As  outlined  above,  it  is  clear  to  see  that  coins  can  be  purchased  at  a  price  less  than  the  maximum  mail  bid 
This  method  of  bidding  for  mail  bidders  is  followed  in  this  and  all  of  our  auctions 

A  10%  buyer's  premium  will  be  added  to  all  invoices

1  A  The  original  brass  die  used  in  the  embossed  Session  I 

Divider  from  our  1980  ANA  Sale  in  Cincinnati.  The 
coin  chosen  for  the  engraving  of  this  finely  detailed 
work  was  Lot  328,  an  1865  Eagle,  graded  Proof  (65). 
Only  twenty-five  Proof  1865  Eagles  were  struck, 
with  only  about  eight  known  today,  and  this  superb 
example  realized  $37,000  in  the  sale.  Needless  to  say, 
this  item  is  unique,  and  represents  an  opportunity 
for  the  numismatic  literature  and  catalog  collector  to 
acquire  an  actual  working  die  from  one  of  the  most 
prestigious  and  beautiful  catalogs  ever  produced. 

2  A  The  second  of  four  original  brass  dies,  this  one  used 

for  the  Session  II  divider.  The  coin  used  in  this 
engraving  was  an  1853  Liberty  Seated  Dime  with  ar¬ 
rows.  Described  as  "one  of  the  most  extraordinary 
type  coins  we've  seen,"  this  fabulous  piece  was  grad¬ 
ed  MS  (69)  and  realized  $6,500.  An  exquisitly  detail¬ 
ed  and  accurate  representation  on  Gobrecht's  Seated 
Liberty  design,  this  die  would  make  a  handsome  and 
interesting  display  for  the  collector  of  Seated  coins. 

3  A  The  third  brass  die,  used  as  the  Section  III  divider  in 

our  1980  ANA  catalog.  This  awesome  coin  was  the 
popular  1921-S  Walking  Liberty  Half,  which  as  lot 
2470  brought  $24,000  two  years  ago.  Graded  MS 
(65),  this  sharply  struck  specimen  has  to  be  regarded 
as  not  only  the  King  of  the  Walkers,  but  quite  possi¬ 
ble  the  King  of  American  Twentieth  Century  Coins. 
This  masterful  engraving  is  a  superb  representation 
of  Weinman's  classic  design,  and  would  serve  as  a 
centerpiece  for  a  display  of  superb  Walkers. 

4  A  The  last  of  four  brass  dies  from  the  magnificent  1980 

Cincinnati  ANA  Auction  Catalog.  Chosen  for  the 
Session  IV  divider  was  lot  3244,  a  1744  German 
Taler  of  Karl  VII.  It  featured  an  intricately  detailed 
city  view  of  Augsburg,  and  was  Uncirculated.  Of  the 
four,  this  die  is  easily  the  most  unusual,  and  is  an 
unqualified  work  of  art  unto  itself.  While  we  don  t 
quite  excpect  this  die  to  realize  the  $4,000  which  the 
coin  brought,  the  new  owner  can  be  assured  of 
receiving  an  item  of  nearly  equal  beauty. 


5  A  From  the  cover  of  our  1982  Boston  ANA  Auction 

Catalog:  Three  lead  cast  soldiers  (lots  5  A,  6  A,  7  A) 
90mm  high  and  hand  painted  in  painstaking  detail 
-even  the  colors  of  the  coat,  pants  and  even  buttons 
are  historically  accurate.  The  first  figure  is  of  a  walk¬ 
ing  drummer  wearing  a  white  coat  with  blue  cuffs 
and  a  blue  tri-colored  hat.  The  white  coat  is  not  in¬ 
dicative  of  the  regiment  colors,  as  drummers 
customarily  wore  colors  different  than  that  of  the 
regiment.  This  is  a  unique  opportunity  to  purchase 
an  immaculate  piece  of  both  American  and 
numismatic  history. 

6  A  The  second  cast  figure  -  a  Grenadier  of  the  Royal 

regiment  as  indicated  by  the  blue  coat  of  the  solider. 
Close  inspection  shows  the  English  coat  of  arms  on 
the  mitre  hat.  The  Grenadier  is  posed  with  his  right 
hand  resting  on  the  musket  barrel.  As  indicated  by 
the  white  sash,  this  solder  carries  the  rank  of 
sergeant.  The  hand  painted  detail  of  this  figure  is  so 
immaculate,  that  the  clothing  somehow  seems  ornate 
enough  to  be  real  to  the  touch. 

7  A  The  final  Revolutionary  War  figure  from  the  1982 

ANA  catalog  cover  -  a  British  officer  from  the  line 
regiment  as  indicated  by  the  red  coat  with  blue  cuffs. 
The  "red  coat"  was  popularized  by  the  Continental 
Army  as  a  generic  reference  to  the  enemy  forces. 
While  brandishing  a  sabre  in  his  right  hand  held  in 
front  across  the  waist  parallel  to  the  ground,  this  of¬ 
ficer  appears  determined  to  enforce  British  rule  in  the 
colonies.  The  facial  expression  on  this  solider  is  so 
life-like,  that  one  expects  a  "CHARGE!”  to  errupt 
from  his  Lilliputian  lungs  at  any  moment.  This  piece 
is  the  last  opportunity  to  purchase  one  of  these 
historic  momentos  from  A.N.A.  history.

3  1783  Nova  Constellatio  MINT  STATE  (60)  Crosby  2-B;  Pointed 
rays,  small  LhS.  (Common).  Glossy  reddish-brown.  Full  eye  and  rays; 
choice  surfaces.  Seldom  found  this  well  struck  and  clean. 

4  1785  Bar  Cent  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50)  Cleaned. 
Diagnostic  die  crack  between  the  seventh  and  eighth  stripes.  Very 
scarce  above  Very  Fine,  (see  color  photo) 

5  1786  New  Jersey  EXTREMELY  FINE  (45)  Maris  24-P.  (R-2).  An 
exquisite  example.

reverse  fraction  crowded  between  ribbons.  (R-3).  Medium  brown 
with  slight  color  disturbance  from  an  old  cleaning.  Basically  clean 
surfaces  with  a  tiny  obverse  spot  at  9:00  and  an  ancient  reverse 
scratch  at  1 :00.  State  II:  slight  reverse  die  rust  at  TES  and  the  right 
branch. 

13  1793  FINE  (12)  Breen  2:  1-B.  Reddish-brown  with  some  porosity  on 
the  face  and  at  the  reverse  center.  Clean  save  for  an  obverse  rim  bruise 
at  9:00.  Struck  on  a  fairly  broad  planchet  which  is  unusual  for  this 
variety.

29 1  1 832  PROOF  (65)  An  exceedingly  rare  date  in  proof  with  perhaps  on¬ 
ly  three  other  specimens  known.  The  only  other  Proof  1832  Half 
Dime  to  sell  publicly  during  the  past  twenty  years  was  the  Reed

Liberty  Seated  Half  Dimes  (corn’d) 

301  1863  PROOF  (60)  V-l;  doubled  18.  A  scarce  coin  which,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  has  been  cleaned  and  cleverly  retoned. 

302  1863  1  ROOF  (63)  V-l;  repunched  18  in  date.  Spectacular  rainbow 
toning  atop  nice  surfaces.  One  obverse  scratch  from  M  in  AMFRICA 
to  the  knee  keeps  this  from  an  otherwise  deserved  “65”  grade. 

303  1863-S  MINT  STATE  (65)  Struck  from  clashed  dies.  A  frosty  Gem. 
The  few  known  Mint  State  coins,  all  from  a  New  York  hoard  dispers¬ 
ed  in  the  late  1960’s,  are  mostly  scrubbed  and  unattractive.  This  ex¬ 
ample  is  a  happy  exception.  It  is  the  finest  1863-S  Half  Dime  we  have 
ever  handled  and,  in  this  grade,  is  rarer  than  its  coveted  P-Mint 
brother,  (see  color  photo) 

304  1872  MINT  STATE  (63)  V-5.  Weakly  struck. 

305  1872  PROOF  (67)  V-2.  Splendid  multicolored  toning  on  both  sides, 
(see  color  photo) 

306  1872-S  MINT  STATE  (65)  Mintmark  above  wreath.  Repunched  8. 
Frosty,  (see  color  photo) 

307  1872-S  MINT  STATE  (65)  Mintmark  below  wreath.  V-3;  large  S. 
Milling  weak  as  often  seen  on  this  variety.  Frosty  and  very  attractive, 
(see  color  photo) 

308  1872-S  MINT  STATE  (65)  Mintmark  in  wreath.  V-2;  small  S. 
Struck  from  heavily  clashed  dies.  Frosty  with  medium  gold  toning. 

SHIELD  NICKELS 

309  1866  Rays  MINT  STATE  (63)  A  large  chunk  of  extra  metal  is  pre¬ 
sent  on  the  obverse  from  7:30  to  9:00.  This  piece  of  metal  has  a  raised 
area  in  its  center.  An  interesting  coin. 

310  1866  Rays  MINT  STATE  (65)  Untoned.  Average  strike,  well  above- 
average  planchet.  In  1866,  the  Mint  was  still  at  a  loss  as  to  striking 
nickel  coibs.  Most  Nickels  —  and  Three  Cent  Pieces  —  of  this  era  are 
marked  by  grave  planchet  irregularities.  This  lovely  example  is  cer¬ 
tainly  an  exception,  (see  color  photo) 

31 1  1866  PROOF  (63)  The  world’s  only  1866  ProofShield  Nickel  struck 
on  a  clipped  planchet?  Mentioned  on  p.  130  of  Breen’s  Proof  book. 
This  coin  has  a  small  edge  clip  at  12:00.  The  coin  itself  is  quite  nice 
and  with  a  bit  more  “pizazz”  would  rate  a  full  “65.”  Interesting  and 
certainly  unique,  (see  color  photo) 

312  1867  MINT  STATE  (65)  Prooflike.  A  razor  sharp  first  strike  with 
wisps  of  violet-gold  toning  on  the  reverse.  Scarce  this  nice.  ANACS 
#E-9684-B  certifies  authenticity,  (see  color  photo) 

313  1875  MINT  STATE  (67)  “Superb!  One  hundred  percent  fully 
struck  up.  Each  star  center  and  every  shield  line  is  complete.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  immaculate.  Surely  one  of  the  finest  available  of  this  very 
scarce  issue.”  Lot  #145  from  our  May,  1979  Briggs  Sale. 

314  1878  PROOF  (63)  Light  golden  toning.  Not  in  full  brilliance.  Scarce. 

3 1 5  1879  PROOF  (65)  Breen-4;  dramatically  double-punched  date.  Easily 
the  most  obviously  doubled  B-4  we’ve  seen.  Splashes  of  intense  Aztec 
Gold  and  steel  toning  give  this  coin  considerable  eye  appeal,  (see 
color  photo) 

316  1880  PROOF  (65)  Breen-2;  recutting  in  the  second  8.  Steel-blue 
centers  with  golden  peripheries.  Spot  free  and  attractive. 

317  1881  PROOF  (60)  Reverse  somewhat  dull .  Obverse  is  choice  but  for  a 
scratch  right  of  the  arrowfeathers  in  the  shield. 

318  1882  MINT  STATE  (67)  Brilliant  and  untoned.  There  is  one  carbon 
spot  to  the  left  of  the  shield. 

319  1883  MINT  STATE  (67)  Recut  date;  1  high.  Lustrous  and  fully 
struck. 

320  1883  PROOF  (65)  Breen-5;  normal  date,  both  8’s  show  filling  in  the 
lower  loops.  Golden  toning.

365  1923-S  MINT  STATE  (65)  Slight  honey-gold  toning.  A  very  good 
strike  for  the  issue  with  a  full  horn  and  distinct  hair  knot,  (see  color 
photo) 

366  1926-D  MINT  STATE  (65)  Full  strike.  Handsome  drab-khaki  color. 
Mark  free  and  unusually  choice  for  the  issue,  (see  color  photo) 

367  1935-D  MINT  STATE  (67)  Attractive  olive  iridescent  toning;  more 
intense  on  the  obverse.  A  spectacular  strike  with  a  full  knot,  full  horn 
and  well  defined  foreleg  hair.  Supposedly  “common  date”  but  in  our 
experience,  this  coin  is  almost  impossible  to  locate  in  superb  condi¬ 
tion.  Worth  a  premium  over  current  “bid”  levels. 

368  1936  PROOF  (63)  ANACS  #E-4616-F  certifies  grade  and  authentici¬ 
ty.  Light  rainbow  iridescence.  The  rare  satin  finish  type. 

369  1936  PROOF  (65)  A  diagnostically  correct  example  which  displays 
partial  wire  rims  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Delicate  golden- 
pink  toning.  As  above,  the  scarcer  of  the  two  types. 

370  1936  PROOF  (67)  Type  2;  extra-brilliant  finish  as  on  the  1937  issue. 
Fully  brilliant  with  patches  of  delicate  oil-slick  iridescence.  Ex  B&R 
Pearl  Sale,  6/28-30/1979:  1453.  Original  flip  included,  (see  color 
photo) 


371  1937  PROOF  (65)  Deep  golden  toning  atop  extra-brilliant  surfaces. 
Some  minor  flecking  in  the  centers. 

JEFFERSON  NICKEL 

372  1943/2  MS  (65)  Horizontal  base  of  a  “2”  is  visible  within  the  “3.” 
One  of  the  nicer  examples  of  this  rare  variety  we  have  seen,  with  four 
full  steps  present.

Somewhat  prooflike  on  the  obverse  fields.  Well  struck.  A  few  ancient 
obverse  pinscratches  below  the  bust  plus  a  tiny  edge  nick  at  10:00. 

380  1835  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50)  Close  date,  recut  10  C.

This  specimen  is 
one  of  the  finest  extant.

Halt  Eagles.  Semiprooflike  with  deep  yellow  toning  which  varies  in 
us  intensity.

reflective  surfaces.  Some  light  hairlines  hardly  detract  from  the  splen¬ 
did  overall  appearance  of  this  piece.  Only  30  pieces  of  this  date  w'ere 
struck  in  proof.  Walter  Breen,  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United 
States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  has  traced  just  10  specimens.

In  his  United  States  Gold  Coins:  An 
Analysis  of  Auction  Records,  David  Akers  lists  17  auction  ap¬ 
pearances  for  the  1866  One  Dollar  Gold  piece  since  1922.  Since  that 
list  was  compiled  in  1975,  7  more  pieces  have  been  sold,  making  the 
total  number  of  appearances  24.  A  number  of  those  appearances  were 
no  doubt  duplications  of  the  same  coins.  Taking  into  account  the 
combined  research  of  Breen  and  Akers,  as  well  as  auction  records 
since  the  books  were  written,  we  would  estimate  that  between  12  and 
15  specimens  survive  today.  Whatever  the  actual  number,  the  1866 
proof  One  Dollar  Gold  piece  is  an  extremely  rare  coin,  (see  color 
photo) 

1188  1866  Quarter  Eagle  PROOF  (63)  Like  the  One  Dollar  Gold  piece, 
this  coin  has  rich  color  and  deep  mirror  surfaces  with  some  inconse¬ 
quential  hairlines.  The  original  mintage  figure  for  the  1866  Proof 
Quarter  Eagle  was  30,  the  same  as  that  for  the  One  Dollar  Gold  piece. 
Breen  was  able  to  trace  only  8  specimens  in  his  book.  Those  8  coins

Since  the 
book  was  written,  only  3  more  coins  have  sold  at  public  auction, 
bringing  to  9,  the  total  number  of  appearances.  It  is  our  opinion  that 
no  more  than  12  1866  Proof  Quarter  Eagles  can  be  accounted  for  to¬ 
day,  making  it  even  rarer  than  the  One  Dollar  Gold  piece,  (see  color 
photo) 

1 189  1866  $3.00  Gold  Piece  MINT  STATE  (63)  Originally  purchased  as  a 
proof  with  the  other  five  coins  in  this  set,  this  piece  has  semiprooflike 
surfaces  with  some  light  copper  spotting  on  the  obverse.  While  ob¬ 
viously  not  as  rare  as  a  proof,  this  is  indeed  a  scarce  coin  in  choice 
mint  state  condition  which  has  appeared  at  public  auction  at  the 
average  rate  of  only  once  per  year  during  the  past  ten  years,  (see  color 
photo)

the  1866  Proof  Gold  coins.  Breen  enumerates  the  following  10 
specimens  in  his  book:  1 )  SI  2)  ANS  3)  l)unham:2143  4)  Dr.  Judd,  Ill.

ANA:2990.  He  then  goes  on  to  state  that  again  some  duplications  are 
probably  involved  and  that  most  likely  fewer  than  10  specimens  sur¬ 
vive.

Gold  piece  since  1941.  Since  the  book  was  written,  only  1  more  coin 
has  surfaced  at  public  auction,  making  the  total  number  of  ap¬ 
pearances  only  14.  With  this  in  mind,  we  would  estimate  that  perhaps 
only  9  or  10  are  extant  today.  This  date  has  the  eighth  lowest  mintage 
(30  pieces)  of  the  “with  motto”  Proof  Half  Eagles  and  certainly 
represents  a  very  special  opportunity  for  the  Proof  Gold  specialist, 
(see  color  photo) 

1191  1866  Eagle  PROOF  (60)  Numerous  hairlines,  particularly  in  the 
obverse  fields.  The  1866  Proof  Eagle  is  in  the  same  rarity  class  as  the 
Half  Eagle.  Breen  lists  only  6  specimens  in  his  book.  Those  include:

1192  1866  Double  Eagle  PROOF  (63)  Splendid  cameo  appearance  but 
with  too  many  obverse  hairlines  for  a  higher  grade.  The  Proof  min¬ 
tage  for  the  1866  Double  Eagles  was  a  miniscule  30  pieces;  the  same 
as  that  for  all  other  denominations  of  1866  Proof  Gold  coinage.  Breen 
lists  the  following  8  specimens  in  his  book:  1)  Smithsonian  2)  ANS  3) 
Eliasberg  4)"nN:116  5)  Dunham:3208  6)  WGC:859 
“Memorable”:691  7)  Balderhofer:1529  8)  1973  GENA:546-Breen 
1:305.

1210  1968-S  Proof  Set  with  “No-S”  Dime.  From  1968  until  the  present,  all 
Proof  coinage  has  borne  the  S  mintmark  of  San  Francisco.  However, 
a  few  proof  dimes  of  the  years  1968,  1970  and  1975  exist  without  a 
mintmark.  These  are  not  dimes  struck  in  Philadelphia.  They  are 
regular  San  Francisco  proofs  struck  from  dies  which  omitted  the 
mintmark.  Of  the  three  years  in  which  no  “S”  dimes  were  included  in 
Proof  Sets,  1970  is  —  by  far  —  the  most  common.  It  is  estimated  that 
2,200  of  these  error  sets  were  released.  The  1975  is  the  rarest  date;  on¬ 
ly  two  sets  have  been  located  and  these  were  unknown  until  1978. 
The  1968  set  is  almost  as  rare.  The  1968  set  we  offer  here  is  of  par¬ 
ticular  interest  as  it  is  the  discovery  set.  The  story  behind  it  is  as  in¬ 
teresting  as  the  coins  themselves.  A  California  collector  received  the 
set  directly  from  the  Mint  in  1968  and  sent  it  to  James  G.  Johnson  of 
the  Coin  World  Clearinghouse  staff.  Johnson  photographed  the 
set  and  it  was  first  illustrated  in  the  June  26  issue  of  Coin  World. 
Johnson’s  initial  reaction  was  that  “it  may  be  one  of  the  most  signifi¬ 
cant  Mint  errors  of  the  past  10  years  or  more.”  The  California  collec¬ 
tor  next  wrote  Robert  E.  Bridges,  then  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Coinage  Division  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  Bridges’  reply,  dated 
April  26,  1968,  reads  as  follows:  “Your  letter  of  April  23,  1968  has 
been  referred  to  me  for  rectification.  This  type  of  error  greatly  upsets 
me,  although  I  appreciate  you  bringing  it  to  our  attention.  Please 
return  the  set  in  the  enclosed  envelope  and  I  personally  will  see  that  a 
replacement  is  mailed  to  you  immediately.  I  will  try  and  contact  you 
by  telephone  at  a  future  date.  Sincerely,  Robert  B.  Bridges  -  Supt., 
Coinage  Division.  Needless  to  say,  the  California  collector  did  not 
return  his  set.  Instead,  he  held  it  and  eventually  sold  it  via  private 
treaty  to  New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  in  1978.  The  set  was  then 
sold  for  a  high  four-figure  price  to  the  present  consignor.  In  the  in¬ 
terim,  the  set  was  sent  to  ANACS,  where  it  was  fully  verified  and 
given  certificate  number  E-1774-B.  There  are  two  possible  explana¬ 
tions  as  to  why  an  error  such  as  this  occurred.  One  of  the  Proof  dies 
for  the  1968-S  Dime  may  have  been  filled  and  after  minimal  use,  its 
mintmark  may  have  become  indistinguishable.  Or,  it  is  possible  that  a 
die  from  Philadelphia  was  sent  to  San  Francisco  and  inadvertantly 
employed.  We  favor  the  latter  explanation.  After  close  examination  of 
the  coin,  we  can  see  absolutely  no  indication  that  a  mintmark  ever  ex¬ 
isted  on  this  particular  die.  Even  on  a  heavily  filled  die,  intense 
magnification  will  reveal  some  tell-tale  trace  of  its  existence.  This 
coin  shows  no  trace  whatsoever.  This  set  is  noteworthy  —  beyond  its 
obvious  rarity  —  for  a  number  of  reasons.  First,  it  is  the  discovery  set. 
Second,  it  represents  a  major  transitional  error.  (1968  was  the  year  in 
which  San  Francisco  became  the  exclusive  domain  of  Proof  coin  pro¬ 
duction.)  Third,  the  set  has  incredibly  detailed  documentation  ac¬ 
companying  it.  In  addition  to  the  letters  and  certificates  previously 
mentioned,  there  are  numerous  letters,  photos  and  Coin  World  ar¬ 
ticles  which  fully  establish  the  pedigree  of  this  rarity.  It  should  be 
mentioned  that  the  case  which  encloses  this  set  has  a  minor  crack. 
However,  ANACS  has  verified  that  his  crack  was  incurred  during 
transportation  to  Colorado  Springs  and  does  not  represent  any  foul 
play.  What  a  set  such  as  this  is  worth  depends  on  many  factors.  In 
1 976,  we  were  privileged  to  sell  an  example  of  the  dime  only  —  not  in 
the  case  of  issue  —  to  a  midwestern  dealer  for  $4,000.  (This  was  Lot 
437  of  our  Great  Southwest  sale.)  In  1980,  1936  Proof  Sets  were 
trading  for  over  $10,000.  But  at  any  coin  show,  1936  sets  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  in  quantity.  A  set  such  as  this  might  not  be  offered  more  than 
once  in  a  decade.  Thus,  we  feel  that  a  realistic  value  would  be 
somewhat  in  the  low  five-figure  range,  (see  color  photo)
